>, The presont stop was not surprising, insofar as 
tho Reich Foreign Ministor had months ego indicated to the 
Ambassador that & normalizstion of Gorman-Russian rolations 
was worth obtaining. 
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3- Such e settlomont would enable us to maintain 
an equilibrium in Japancse-Russian roeletions and to assure 
it for a long timc. It was cf course certain that Japan 
wes not for the prosent sccking a Japaneso-Russien conflict. 
But I elso recoived from the Russian note tho impression 
that thero, too, a Moscow-Tokyo agreement would be welcome, 


‘ 4. Sinco tho accoptanco of the Anti-Comintern Pact 
(mentioned by OSHIMiA), tho hostile front had shifted from — 
both Germany and Japan. It was cloar as daylight that for 
Japan, Englend had become Enomy No, 1, just as Germany too 
wes much less importuned by Russian policy than by British. 
The agrcomont now sought with Moscow thereforo served our 
mutual interests. 


5. It would not bo disputed that we had sought 
with puanet ne pationce to doopen German-Japenese rolations. 
Wo waited half a yosr for tho Japanose response. Thus, the 
Japenese government dolayed, and credit was duo to OSH TNA 
ruben constantly aware of this and for having urged

6. Our oconomic and also certain political convor- 
sations with Moscow indeed lastod some timo.

At the end tho Ambassador assured mo of his unchanged 
intention to continue working for German-Japenese friendship."

In connection with report ef first /instance/ Ambassador 
SHIRATORI offered mo in first detailed conversation close 
cooperetion in order to work toward a non-aggression pact 
Japan-Russia with tho further cim of active cooperation Germany~ 
Japan-Russia-Itely. 


His impressions from his first telk with Premier ABE, Frince 
KOMOYE and leatiership of armed forces and economy confirm my 
estimate of the situation which is on its way via courier. 
SHIRATORI observed a strong increase in power of pro-English 
court cireles and economic circles and signs of weakening 
within the Army, especially because of the costly military 
defeat at NOL:ONFAN. Principal foraign policy aims are at pres- 
ent a rapid and of the China conflict and settlement with 
America before imponding termination of trade treaty. In 
order to obtain these aims court circlos together with English 
propaganda started to creete an atmosphere against Russian 
dangor. Weak ABE Cabinet, maintained with difficulties by 
court circles, is in a most difficult position b:tween Amer~ 
ica's demands for far-reaching surrender of Japanese-China aims 
and radical opposition of anti-English group threatening with 
terror. SHIRATURI counts on an early failure of the Cabinet 
and impossibility of settloment with England and America, fore- 
sees prospects of » graduel approsch to Russie leading to non- 
ageression pact and began to work, ons by Ono, on leading of- 
ficiels and politicel grours parallel to the influence I am 
currently exerting. 


Mein obstacle to our policy is wide doubts about goodwill 
of Russie. Russi2zn disassociction from Chiang Kai-shek thus 


assisting Japanese China policy in such a way that non-aggressio 


act would become feasible would bo the most oeffsctivo refuta-' 
ion. SHIRATCORI suggested to obtain for him a declaration 
of the Reich's Foreign linistsr that Germany is ready and in 
a position for such an influence on Russia. He axpected from 
this a strong counter-influenco against court circles and on 
tho Emperor to whom he hes to report on 6 November. I agrea

Russian submarines at Vladivostok were to be feared,

the wholly unnatural situation in which Japan was still living in peace and 
close neighborlincss today with Russian enemy so furiously engaged by Germanys
